CATHOUC  ARMY  HUTS  PRO(MSS  REPORT 


To  THK  KXIGHTS  OF  COLUMDUS  DkLE«AT^,S   ASSEMBLED  IN 

Convention  at  Windsor  on  June  4th  and  5tii,  1918  : 

Throughout  the  histnry  of  tho  Knights  of  Ci)lunihus  in  Ontario 
probably  no  better  evidonro  of  the  power  of  unity  could  be  cited  than 
the  campaign  of  last  year,  inaugurated  by  the  State  executive,  for  assist- 
i  nce  to  the  Catholic  Chaplains  O  erseaa  in  the  name  of  Catholic  Army 
Huts;  In  no  way  could  the  it  cardinal  principles  of  the  order, — 
Charity,  Unity  and  Urothcriy  h,.  better  or  more  fully  exemplified 

Without  a  KuidinK  precedes  .ithout  a  mandate  from  the  members, 
without  (irsanization  for  a  campaign  of  such  magnitude,  your  state 
oflicers.  under  tl^e  very  capable  leadership  of  State  Deputy  Bro.  J.  L. 
Murray,  abundantly  displayed  to  the  people  of  all  Canada  the  viriluy  of 
our  membership,  and  to  the  soldiers  and  beloved  priests  overseas  mani- 
fested our  devotion,  zeal  and  generosity  In  prov' "  ng  our  lighting  men 
with  tile  means  of  rclicious  practice  and  mental  physical  relaxation. 
True,  $"u,000  may  not  be  considered  a  large  amount  from  the  Catholic 
people  of  Ontario,  but  it  Is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  in  the  State 
Convention  of  'ast  year  we  only  committed  ourselves  to  approximately 
$7,000.  or  one  dollar  iter  l  ajiita,  and  we  gave  upward  of  ten  times  that 
amount,  and  in  tlic  succe-s  of  that  initial  caiiipalK'n  of  lllli  there  is 
;  nijile  evidence  that  when  our  priests  and  our  men  on  the  battle  front 
;igain  send  the  clarion  call  across  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic,  help  will 
be  immediately  forthcoming  in  full  measure  and  overflowing  from  the 
Catholic  people  not  alone  of  Ontario  but  from  all  the  federated  provinces 
that  coniiirisi^  the  K'reat  no-aiiiioii  of  t'.uiada. 

Lei  me  here  relate  briefly  the  events  that  led  up  to  the  applica- 
tion for  authority  to  organize  the  Catholic  Army  Huts,  the  necesilty  for 
such  an  organization  acting  under  and  by  authority  of  a  government 
charter,  and  scimething  of  the  more  important  features  of  the  campaign 
itself. 

i)i-;vkk<)I'Mi;nt  ok  a\  ohgamzatiox. 

As  to  the  development  of  the  proposal,  that  the  Knights  of  Col- 
uiiil)i!s  of  Ontario  sliould  render  assistance  to  the  Overseas  cha])iaiiis. 
an  api)eal  was  made  at  last  year's  convention  by  Major  Rev.  J.  J. 
O'Gorman,  which  was  substantiated  by  letter  from  Col.  Rev.  W.  T. 
Workman,  M.  C,  Director  Catholic  Chaplain  Services,  Canadian  Head- 
quarter.s,  London,  and  from  the  Most  Kev.  Apostolic  Delegate 

The  Ontario  State  Convention  unanimously  pledRcd  Us  unquaiifled 
support  to  tho  appeal,  and  a  per  capita  tax  o£  $1.00  per  member  was 
inimedlately  levied. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  owing  to  the  urgency  ot  tbQ  appeal, 
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und  the  prcssiHi;  iitH-ds  m  our  Canadian  CathoHc  nifn  at  the  Front,  the 
State  Deputy  be  instructi'd  to  communicate  with  the  Archbishops  and 
BiHhops  of  Ontario,  for  the  purpose  of  enlUtlng  their  support  in  the  work, 
and  1^1  iiiKi'  till'  Cail'olic  ji  opli'  of  the  I'rorlnce  to  contribute  as  genor- 
<  usly  as  they  rould  lo  llic  caiisc. 

Thesi'  instruct  ions  were  (  arri.d  out  l)y  the  State  Deputy.  Other 
efforts  were  also  put  forth,  in  un  endeavor  to  arouse  sentiment  ffivour- 
able  to  the  necessities  of  the  situation. 

Meanwhile,  the  organization  of  the  Catholic  Chaplains  Overseas 
sorvire,  unfortunately  lon^  delayed,  because  of  reasons  unnecessary  to 
herein  set  forth,  was  |iro>;r''ssiiiK  mii>t  l'aviiiiral)ly,  ami  during  the  past 
bummer  reached  It.s  present  splendid  standing.  Concurrently,  it  was 
felt  that  as  the  woric  of  the  chaplains  was  of  considerable  proportions, 
and  would  require  the  handling  of  thousands  of  dollars,  incorporation 
bhuuld  be  secured. 

It  was  rei'iinnizcd  that  tlie  Kiiif;hts  of  Colunil)Us  of  Canada,  not 
only  individually,  but  'hrou^h  their  established  organization,  would  be 
the  main  bulwark  of  support  in  the  collect!  i  of  funds,  and  were  there- 
lore  entitled  to  representation  on  the  propo  >d  incorporation.  In  fact, 
the  chaplains  were  most  anxious  that  a  mui  ally  satisfactory  working 
basis  should  l)e  thus  organized. 

To  explain  a  slight  misunderstanding,  and  also  answer  a  sur- 
prisingly-often  asked  query,  as  to  why  the  Knights  of  Columbus  did  not 
act  independently  of  the  chaplains,  both  in  the  collecting  of  funds,  and 
in  the  expenditure  r,f  same,  such  as  our  American  brothers,  for  instance, 
have  done,  it  is  perhaps  pertinent  to  here  state  that  the  foremost  reason 
was  the  lai  K  of  a  Dominion-wide  national  cohesion  among  the  various 
Canadian  jurisdictions.  Secondly,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  had  receiv- 
ed no  oflicial  recognition,  a<s  a  war  and  patriotic  agency,  from  the  Can- 
adian Government,  and  there  was  slight  encouragement  to  hope  for  same; 
finally  there  wa-  in  existence  a  liard-fought-for  and  a  well-built-up 
association  overseas,  in  the  Chaplain  service  itself,  and  the  logical  pro- 
cedure was  to  entrust  to  the  chaplains  the  promotion  of  the  work. 

Insofar  as  the  Knights  are  concerned,  as  an  Order,  the  only  pos- 
sible advantage  any  arrangement,  other  than  tLe  one  adopted,  could  be 
the  publicity,  but  surely  that  is  not  our  aim  and  ambition,  rather  that 
we  should  do  our  bit.  as  I  ■  -t  we  can.  to  assist  any  endeavor  recognized 
as  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war. 

So,  Brother  J.  L.  Murray,  State  Deputy  of  Ontario,  and  Brother 
Geo.  H.  Bolvin,  State  Deputy  of  Quebec,  representing  the  two  leading 
Canadian  jurisdictions,  co-operated  with  the  chaplains,  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  them,  applied  to  the  Canadian  Government  for  letters  patent 
incorporating  the  "Catholic  Army  Huts",  a  body  corporate  and  politic 
with  rights  and.  powers  to  erect,  equip  and  conduct  Catholic  Army  Huts 
for  Canadian  soldiers,  which  shall  serve  the  two-fold  purpose  of  chapeU 
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for  Catholic  lotdlefs  and  recreation  huts  far  ill  noldlrr.^.  Irrespective  of 

rrced  nnd  to  supply  Ciithollc  ("hnpliiin.i  In  the  C  in;i(li:iii  OvcTimms  Forces 
and  In  the  ('anadlan  Milltln  with  rosarUv-),  nu'il  iN.  ini^yiT  and 
similar  devotional  aids  for  (lisirlhuiion     c.ii ii  iiic  -old. 

The  following  were  to  bo  ellglblo  for  nu'inljfir.ilii.i  in  thn  r:irti>i'- 

Ktion  : 

Every  rathoUr  rhaplaln  in  the  Overseas  Military  Forces  of  Can- 
ada xhall,  during  the  period  of  such  service,  be  deemed  a  member.  unle^H 
he  writes  to  the  Board  of  Directors  relinquishing  his  right  to  mombor- 
ahip. 

Any  Catholic  Chaplain  on  duty  in  Canada,  or  any  Catholic  Chap- 
lain who  Is  llsteil  In  the  CmadUn  Militia,  Rhall  lie  ellRlbio  to  apply  in 
writing  to  the  Roard  of  Directors  for  membpr.>'hip  In  the  corporation,  and 
i:pc)ii  ilK'  rei  ripl  of  siK  h  :i ppli'  -' ' i "i'  "iiJ  Board  of  l)irector!f  he  shall 
be  deemed  a  member  of  the  corporal  ion. 

The  State  Efxecutlve  Officers  of  the  various  State  Councils  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  in  Can  da  shall.  In  their  llrst  annual  meeting  after 
re-election,  have  power  each  year  to  nominate  represenlatlverf,  who  shall 
be  members  of  tlic  corporation,  for  the  period  of  one  year,  or  till  their 
successors  be  appointed,  as  follows  : 

The  State  Execu  ive  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  in  the  State 
Jurisdiction,  styled^Quebec  and  Ontario,  shall  have  power  each  to  elect 
three  representatives,  each  of  the  other  State  Execntlvps  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  In  Canada  shall  have  power  to  elei't  one  rpiire-;eiitatlve  for 
ea''h  Canadian  Province  under  the  jurisdielion  of  ;;aid  I'xcnitive. 

No  other  class  of  persons  shall  be  elifiible  for  nienil)ersliip; 

Members  who  are  chaplains  shall  retain  their  memberthli)  as  long 
as  they  are  Catholic  Chaplains  in  the  Over.»ea8  Military  Forces  of  Canada 
or  In  the  Canadian  Militia,  unless  they  previously  resign  their  member- 
ship in  a  letter  to  the  Hoard  of  Directors. 

Members  who  are  representatives  of  the  Knlk'lifs  of  (^oluinbus 
Rhall  retain  membership  for  the  period  for  which  they  were  elected,  un- 
leM  they  previously  resign  their  membership  In  a  letter  to  the  Board  ot 
Directors . 

The  operations  of  the  Corporation  to  be  earrloil  on  throughout 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  elsewhere 

That  the  said  Major  the  Reverend  John  Joseph  O'Gorman.  George 
Henri  Boivln  and  Josepfh  Lawrence  Murray  are  to  be  the  first  or  Provis- 
ional Directors  of  the  said  corporation. 

Having  In  mind  the  foregoing  Major  Rev.  J.  J.  O'Gjrman,  repres- 
enting the  chaplains,  got  In  touch  last  sunn.ier  with  all  the  Canadian 
State  Deputies,  relative  to  campaign  for  funds. 

The  result  ot  the  Ontario  campaign  Is  well  known,  and  does  not 
require  further  detailed  setting  forth  herein,  as  the  report  of  the  Ontario 
State  Treasurer  states,  tb<  e  hae  been  collected,  and  turned  in  to  tb& 
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Cutholii:  Army  Huts  AHs-oclation  the  niaKiililcent  sum  of  $7-'49  1  73.

ow  as  to  the  actual  woik  of  tlie  Catholic  Army  Hu;  Association ; 
attached  to  this  report  Is  a  printed  pamphlet,  containing  further  patrlcu- 
lars  of  letters  patent  Incorporating  the  Association;  also  memo  of  agree- 
ment, and  the  report  of  the  provisional  directors.  The  first  formal  meet- 
inK  of  the  Overseas  directorate  was  held  in  London  on  December  lOth. 
.:il7.  There  were  pre  ei  t  l.t.  Col.  Rev.  \V.  T.  Workmen.  -M.  ('.,  A. DCS. 
(UCl  O  .M.F.C.,  President;  Lt.  Col.  Hev,  F.L..  French,  D.S.O..  D.A. 
L.C.S.,  Canadian  Corps,  Vice-President;  Major  Rev.  P.H.M.  Casgrain, 
C.M.G..  War  Oflice,  and  Major  Rev.  J.J.  O'Oorman,  C.F.  Father 
O'Oorman  was  appointed  Overseas  Secretary-treasurer.  An  office  was 
iroviiled  for  the  .'iecretary  by  the  Canadian  Chaplain  Service  in  Oxford 
ircus  House,  one  of  the  Canadian  lleadquarters  Buildings.

The 
adjacent  Catholic  (C.W.L.)  Hut  has  been  emlarged  through  the  funds 
of  the  C.A.H.

The  first  general  Canadian  meeting  of  the  As.^ociation  was  held 
!n  the  ("olun\lius  Club,  Ottawa,  on  January  29th,  1918.  The  Knights  of 
Colunilius  of  Ontario  were  entitled  to  three  representatives  at  said  meet- 
ing. Accordingly,  lirother  James  K.  .McC.lade.  District  I)ei>iity,  liroek- 
Ville,  and  Brother  R.  A.  Jell'ery,  District  DotiuIv.  Arnprior,  uere  appoint- 
ed with  State  Deputy  Murray  to  be  present.  The  Knight.s  Columbus 
of  Quebec  were  likewise  entitled  to  three  representatives,  but  their  Stite 
Deputy  ^;  Ivised  that  the  officers  of  the  Quebec  St.ite  Council  declined  to 
appoint  any  represciitali-ves  on  the  direcioraie  of  tin  Catholic  .\rniy  Huts 
Association.  Brother  Geo.  11.  Boivin,  the  State  Deputy  of  Qudiec,  how- 
ever, as  one  of  the  original  incorporators  of  the  Association,  was  repres- 
ented by  proxy.  The  State  Deputy  of.  Alberta,  Brother  E.J.  Sehl,  of 
I.ethbridge.  was  present  in  person,  and  the  other  Canadian  State  D«putie.« 
were  repn  ented  by  proxy.  The  Overseas  chaplains  were  also  repres- 
ented by  proxy. 

The  incorporation  and  organization  of  the  Asso<.iation  was  duly 
approved,  and  after  presentation  of  various  reports,  a  general  discussion 
toUowed . 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  presented  Financial  Statement,  which 
ehowed  in  the-Bank  of  Montreal,  Itenfrew.  a  balance  of  .^^,9l2.tH!. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  undertaking  any  linancial 
Obligations  in  the  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Association  in  Canada 
was  then  discussed.  The  meeting  was  unanimous  in  its  decisi(m  that 
recognizing;  the  extreme  u  s;cncy  of  funds  Over-^eas.  nuich  as  the  society 
Is  desirous  of  carrying  on  Itie  work  here,  it  was  iii,.  decision  of  the  meet- 
ing that  all  avr"able  funds,  in  the  first  instLinc.  a;.'  for  (ivcr^eas  recinire- 
ments,  and  until  otherwise  decided,  no  funds  should  lie  e.xpended  in  Can- 
ada, and  the  Association  could  not  assume  responsibility  for  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts  conliaicted  without  its  aulhnrit.\-.  and  all  conceriu'd 
should  be  governed  aci ordingly.  Since  then  Hie  sum  of  .jL'.iiiMi.iiu  has 
been  voted  for  work  in  Canada  by  the  Overseas  Directors.

AS  TO  THE  FUTI  RE. 
Now  that  we  have  commenced  on  a  work  so  meritorious,  so  far-reach- 
ing and  important,  we  cannot  turn  back,  if  we  would;  the  star  of  duty 
direi'ts  us  to  greater  achievrnient.-;;  th(^  call  is  loud  and  insistent  and  the 
ciithu.siasni  and  ;;er,erosity  of  tliorc  of  us  u  i;o  cannot  Ro  Overseas  will 
defeat  any  attempts  at  opposition  and  silence  any  inunnurinKS  of  criti- 
cism of  details.  That  the  work  of  the  KnightJ  of  Columbus  in  the  re- 
cent campaign  was  fuliy  appreciated  I  may  cite  tho  words  of  one  author- 
ity, who  says  : 

"All  honour  and  praise  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus!  The  nation, 
li  respective  of  the  ancestral  strains  or  religious  beliefs  of  its  component 
parts,  pays  tribute  to  this  organization  of  Catjiolic  men  who  are  minister- 
ing to  the  soldiers  of  Democracy.  It  is  a  laudable  work,  requiring  no 
extended  remarks,  for  its  deeds  are  beyond  our  mental  grasp;  but 
acknowledgement  of  its  services,  coupled  with  prayer,  is  helpful  and 
stimulatinpT." 

The  Catholic  pe;)i)le  of  OiUario,  and  of  Canada  as  a  whole,  are 
under  a  debt  of  gratltud:>  to  the  State  Poputy;  tho  organization  of  last 
>car's  campaign  was  ve  y  largely  due  tj  his  foresight,  ability  and  self- 
sacriflco,  and  that  organization  is  a  sub  t.intial  foundation  on  which  this 
year's  work  may  bo  built,— a  work,  tha  magnitude  of  which  cannot  be 
overestimated . 

Permit  me  here,  by  way  of  comparison  to  refer  briefly  to  tho 
splendid  example  set  by  our  Brother  Knights  In  the  United  States,  who 
aim  at  establishing  in  one  year  a  fund  aKRregating  $28,000,000  for  their 
Calliidic  Chaplains  and  .^-oldii  rs.  ?:i;.(;iio,oo(l  of  this  sum  is  now  on 
hand  at  the  exeiutivc  ollices  of  the  ;iu;)rpme  Council  in  New  Haven; 
$12,000,000  will  be  subscribed  by  July  Ist  of  this  year  and  the  entire 
fund  of  $38,000,000  will  be  required  by-July  1st  of  next  year.    In  this 
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connection  President  Wilson  voices  the  sentiments  of  America  when  he 
says  : 

"I  heartily  approve  your  plan  to  accumulate  a  fiiiHl  to  l.o  spent 
for  the  eplrltual  and  moral  welfare  of  our  -'''''7«-  -'l  ;;!-:,;,::7,;X 
gratified  to  know  that  your  effort,  while  l.oru  ..f  the  eharu.ib  r  u  u 
of  a  sinjrle  church,  Is  non-sectarian  in  its  s.Dpe  and  pui  pose  and  .1  t^M-d 
^  to  conL  a  fundamental  benefi.  on  those  whose  mental,  morn.,  and 
physical  health  is  our  solemn  concern." 

Such  too  must  be  the  solemn  concern  of  the  people  of  Canada. 
With  one  accord  the  Canadian  Chaplains  and  soldiers  have  expressed 
deep  appreciation  of  what  has  been  done  and  their  request  is  that  we 
not  onlv  continue  what  we  have  begun,  but  that  we  enlarge  the  scope  of 
our  activities  to  meet  the  exigencies  and  the  demands  of  the  grave  situ- 
ation    What  has  been  done  in  the  past  has  largely  been  to  supply  and 
equip  huts  m  the  training  camps  of  ICngland  and  the  concentration 
centres  in  France.    What  is  require.'  of  us  now  is  th.t  the  Kn.ghts  o 
Columbus  of  Canada  inaugurate  a  Dominion-wide  campaign  that  wmII 
not  onlv  continue  and  enlarge  that  work  but  will  make  possible  suitable 
clubs  or  meeting  place,  that  will  be  haven,  of  rest,  comfort  and  safety 
for  our  soldiers,  who  are  in  training  or  on  leave  in  London  and  other 
large  centres  of  England,  ensuring  in  as  great  a  degree  as  we  can  the 
return  of  our  soldiers  on  the  blessed  day  of  peace  "with  heads  erect  and 
shoulders  full  square  to  the  breeze  of  heaven,  clear  of  eye  c^ean  of 
heart-just  as  they  went  awav."    That  such  clubs  arc  authorized  under 
the  charter  granted  the  Catholic  Army  Huts  is  made  quite  clear  In  the 
following  cablegram  received  on  May  14th  from  Major  J.J.  O  Gorman. 
Overseas  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  signed  by  him  and  by  Kev.  tathers 
Workman,  French  and  Casgraln: 

•'Permit  eranted  Withy  Chapel  Hut.  begins  immediately;  Deputy 
Judge  advo^  e  lener^l  Canadian  gave  opinion  London  dnbs  w-ithm  our 
charter  In  London  eoldlers  hut  same  as  soldiers  c  ub;  hrst  London 
Club  now  opened  with  authorization  Imperial  and  Canadian  Military 
authorities  and  Cardinal  Bourne;  second  club  now  taken  over;  the.e 
Ste S/extremely  urgent  religious  and  f^'-^^tlonal  need;  soldiers 
OvenwM  expect  generous  universal  .upport  of  Canadian  Catholics. 
For  this  purpose  approximately  $50,oon  will  be  required. 
For  other  work  in  England  and  France  a  sum  approaching 
1200,000  will  be  required. 

A  third  necessitv,  strongly  urged  by  the  Chaplains  and  one  of 
obvious  necessity,  is  the  erection  of  permanent  Catholic  army  huts  in 
permanent  training  camps  in  Canada. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  upward  of  $250,000  will  be  required 

within  the  next  year. 

To  successfullv  carry  on  all  of  these  various  phases  of  a  work 
lhat  is  as  great  as  it  is  glorious  the  suggestion  comes  from  Overseas  that 
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a  special  Knlghta  of  Columbus  War  Commlttep,  comprising  reprt^scnta- 
tives  from  all  provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  be  formed  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  directors  of  Catholic  Army  Huts.  The  necessity 
of  such  a  Canadian  committee  ia  apparent  and  we  confidently  commend 
the  suggestion  to  the  careful  consideration  of  this  Ontario  State  Conven- 
tion of  1918,  and  recommend  that  such  a  Committee  be  formed  as  soon 
after  the  Convention  as  possible  In  order  that  a  Canadian-wide  plan  of 
action  may  be  formulated. 

Delegates  are  urgently  requested  to  carry  back  to  their  respective 
councils  the  positive  assurance  that  another  campaign  Is  absolutely 
necessary.  Not  only  must  we  as  Catholics  assume  our  full  duties  and 
obligations  In  this  war  with  Prussian  autorraoy,  we  must  Insist  on  break- 
ing  down  the  barriers  of  prejudice  so  readily  raised  against  us.  The 
undertaking  ot  this  second  campaign  is  admittedly  a  large  one,  but  not 
too  large  nor  too  Important  for  the  vast  potentialities  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  who  make  the  Just  claim  that  their  membership  ot  nearly  8,000 
embraces  the  flower  of  the  Catholic  laity  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  Canada. 

To  ensure  complete  success  will  require  the  co-ordination  and 
co-operation  of  every  useful  agency. 

First  of  all  the  sympathy  and  active  support  of  the  heirarchy  and 
clergy  must  be  secured.  In  tho  last  campaign  the  assistance  from  some 
of  our  bishops  and  clergy  was  of  incalculable  benefit  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope  that  In  the  approaching  campaign  this  assistance  will  be 
again  extended  in  an  even  greater  degree . 

The  power  of  the  press  cannot  be  over-estimated  and  newspaper 
and  circular-letter  publicity  should  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  possible  ex- 
tent. This  applies  not  only  to  the  organization  by  the  State  Executive, 
but  particularly  to  local  committees. 

There  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  the  various  municipal  coun- 
cils— ^township,  town,  ctty  and  county — should  not  be  approached  for  a 
grant.  The  fact  should  be  emphasized  that  the  Catholic  .Army  Huts  is 
an  organization  recognized  by  the  Canadian.  American,  I?ritish  and 
French  governments  and  military  authorities;  it  has  been  assuming  and 
will  continue  to  assume  an  adequate  share  of  the  work  of  caring  not 
only  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  Catholic  soldiers  but  for  the  comfort, 
convenience  and  recreation  of  soldiers  of  all  creeds  and  nationalities. 

Public  meetings  of  a  patriotic  nature  should  be  held  and  above 
all  strong  local  committees  should  be  chosen  in  every  urban  and  rural 
community.  In  the  last  campaign  canvassing  committees  were  formed 
and  allotted  certain  districts  and  this  proved  to  be  the  most  effective 
agency  throughout  the  entire  Ontario  campaign.  With  the  co-oper.-ition 
of  the  clergy,  the  active  support  of  the  press  and  the  efforts  of  a  strong 
canvassing  committee  of  Catholic  laymen  the  cause  of  the  Catholic  Army 
Huta  must  b«  understood  »ad  w«U  received  in  ftny  community. 
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Church  collections  as  a  methoil  of  collecting  funds  should  be  dis- 
couraged. In  most  cases  the  amount  derived  Is  not  adequate  and  the 
effort  is  not  commensurate  with  the  importance  ot  the  laudable  under- 
taking. 

Knight.s  of  ('oliiiiil)ii  <  ai  o  1)U|  taking  the  initiative,  llie  call  is  a 
general  one  to  Catholics  from  sea  to  sea,  and  U  is  but  reasonable  to  hope 
and  expect  that  the  deeds  and  needs  of  our  brave  soldiers  may  be  a 
stiiiiuliis  for  concprtfd  ami  ki'ihtous  action  on  our  part  and  that  the  holy 
ministrations,  the  chivalry  ami  sclf-sacritico  of  our  beloved  priests  will 
help  us  to  realise  that  the  services  of  the  chaplains  are  an  absolutely 
essential  part  of  present  day  military  life.
